Qn Monday, Cleveland Heights voters 
learned a valuable lesson; that every 
vote counts. When the Cuyahoga County 
Board of Elections certified the results of 
the November 2 general election, Rus 
sell Z. Baron lost by a margin of five 
votes, 3,326 to 3,331 votes, to the newly 
elected Cleveland Heights Municipal 
Court Judge Lynn Toler. Based upon the 
unofficial results in the November 2 elec- 
tion, Toler was thought to have won the 
seat by only one vote 

"| feel good,” says Toler on the official 
election results. "| was very nervous 
(Monday) morning. | didn't have any ex 
pectations, it was just like a game going 
into overtime. It was either guy's game at 
that point, with a one point margin of 
winning.” 

Although there is still an automatic 
recount to wait out, Toler feels more con- 
fident now that she has "gained some 
ground and has some margin of comfort 
going into the recount.", said Toler 

“There is nothing to say,” stated 
Baron. "Cleveland Heights voters 
learned a lesson, that their vote counts." 
The Board will conduct recounts on the 
6, 7, and 8 of December. 

Cleveland Attorney Stanley Tolliver 
stated: "| extend my profound con- 
gratulations to Judge-elect Toler, who is 
the first African-American judge in the 
history of Cleveland Heights. We African- 
Americans néed every first that we can 
obtain in order to open the doors of equal 
opportunity. 

If,a stark contrast to the neighboring 
municipality, the certification of the 
November 2 election results in the 
Shaker Heights Municipal Court judicial 
race made it official that Virgil Brown, Jr 
was defeated by Shaker Heights 
Prosecutor K.J. Montgomery by a total of 
1,223 votes, ending his short but histori- 
cal tenure as Judge. Brown was ap- 
pointed to the seat earlier this year 
following the setirement of Judge Paul 
Donaldson 

Most political observers had given 
Brown an excellent chance of retaining 
the seat, as he had a large. field of white 
candidates, much the same as Toler did 
in Cleveland Heights. The difference was 
that Brown's race included another Black 
candidate, Laverne Nichols Boyd, who 
siphoned off 1,374 votes, mast of which 
probably would have gone toBrown. Tol- 
liver stated: "My sincere regrets that the

Jordan is considering taking

"One action he or she can take 
is to consult our Columbus regional 
office,” said B.J. Lundy, public in- 
formation officer of The Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission's Central Ad- 
ministration office, 220 Parsons 
Ave. “We are the enforcement 
agency on discrimination for the 
courts 

Lundy said Jordan's case may 
possibly fall under the protection of 
a federal act thal bans any kind of 
ethnic “intimidation under public 
accommodation." 

The Nov. 25 incident still has 
Jordan shaken up. “This just 
proves," said Jordan, “that racism 
is still alive and well in 1993."

Garland Is seeking to have the 
three complaints introduced into 
evidence in his bankruptcy case 
charging that it was the federal 
justice system's misconduct which 
resulted in his financial problems 

Garland is alleging that the 
federal criminal case lodged 
against him in 1991, charging theft 
of $75,000 from a Columbus 
businessman who invested with 
Garland in a deal to bring 
Ghanaian cocoa to America, was 
instigated by Glaser in retaliation 
for a letter that Garland sent to

evidence uncovered in the case 
would indicate that Garland was 
innocent of the fraud charge, and 
the U.S, Attorney's office later an- 
nounced that it would not attemp! 
to retry the case 

The panel found that a number 
of errors had been made in 
Garland’s case, including the ex- 
clusion of evidence that Garland 
had been defrauded in the cocoa 
deal. The individuals involved 
were convicted of fraud in the 
Ghanaian courts. The panel also 
chided the federal prosecutors fer 
their handling of the case

Governor George Voinovich 
has developed a statewide policy 
to incorporate female-owned 
businesses into the state’s sys- 
tem of providing technical assis- 
tance to minority-owned 
businesses 


And, while the governor 
defended his move as an effort to 
“ensure that all residents of the 
State of Ohio have fair access to 
the state's procurement 
process," a Black state legislator 
is concerned that it might repre- 
sent the first step toward a reduc- 
tion of opportunities for minority 
businesses 


Under the governor's execu- 
tive order, the Equal Opportunity 
Center would be responsible for 
providing technical, financial and 
procurement assistance to 
female-owned businesses. The 
EOC would be responsible for 
assisting state agencies to iden- 
tify fermale-owned businesses, 
and monitoring agency com- 
pliance. 


The measure dées not call for 
the modifying of the state’s 
minority business goals to in- 
clude female-owned businesses. 
“The MBE goals still must be em- 
phasized and the Executive 
Order should be looked at as a 
program over and above the 
MBE goals,” said Voinovich in a 


will set up their own processes 
within the broad parameters set by 
DAS and the Ohio Revised Code 
Transferring much of the respon- 
sibility and authority for the program 
to the individual state agencies will 
bring the program closer to 
employees and facilitate quick turn 
around of suggestions. 


Awards. There will be an in-

But State Rep. Otto Beatty of 
Columbus was not satisfied. 
Beatty sent off a letter to Gover-

“We've got to make certain 
that there's no diminution of the 
minority business effort," Beatty 
said. When asked whether there 
has been a diminution, Beatty 
responded, “It's difficult to say. | 
know there has not been an ex- 
pansion." 

Beatty expressed the concern 
that the staff time which would be 
expected because of the in- 
creased- demands of the 
governor's order will be taken 
from programs already directed

"If you read the order, what 
he’s talking about for (female- 
owned businesses) is technical 
expertise," Beatty said. “And un- 
less we put a lot more dollars in 
the budget, then (the Equal Op- 
portunity Center is) understaffed 
for technical expertise now, and 
it's just not going to be effective.” 

"This is certainly not more with 
less," Beatty said of thé plan, ina 
backhanded reference to the 
governor's long-stated -commit- 
ment to "do more with less and 
work harder and smarter." 

Beatty expressed the concern 
that the executive order may be 
a backdoor way for female- 
owned businesses to get into the 
state's minority set-aside law 


together to support_and improve 
state services," said James Con- 
rad, director of DAS. 

Innovation Ohio was developed 
by an interagency committee made 
up of representatives of the Ohio 
Bureau of Employment Services;

After announcing the new state 
employee suggestion award: pro- 
gram, several cabinet members 
joined the governor in giving cash 
awards and certificates of apprecia- 
tion to 31 Suggestion award win- 
ners 


The State Employee Suggestion 
Award Program was established in 
1973. Since that time, employee 
suggestions have saved the state 
more than $16.7 million dollars 
During the Voinovich Administration 
alone, the state has realized cost 
savings of $7.5 million as a result of 
suggestions adopted through the 
program 


"This whole issue came before 
the House and the Senate in the 
debate on House Bill 584, and 
because of those concerns, the 
legislative bodies did not include 
females," Beatty said. "Now if 
he’s going to put more money, 
and they're going-to separately 
track everything, perhaps it will 
work. But'l think there's been 
trouble in other jurisdictions 
when they're tried this." 

In order for the program to be 
successful, Beatty asserted, 
“they're going to have to spend a 
mammoth effort to make sure 
that white males don't spin off 
sham companies to their wives to 
take advantage of this." Beatty 
said he was “investigating right 
now" whether that's been a prob- 
lem in other states, “but | think it 
has.” 


To Beatty, the executive order 
on female participation was 
reminiscent of another dispute 
that the Black Elected Democrats 
«of Ohio had with the governor. 
"We have to make certain that 
this is not the Asian Indian prob- 
lem, deja vu," Beatty said, recall- 
ing the situation in which Ohio 
Attorney General Lee Fisher 
ruled that the administration of 
Governor Voinovich had im- 
properly addéd Asian Indian 
businesses to the list of certified 
minority businesses -- disregard- 
ing the will of the legislature, 
which had, several years before, 
rebuffed a bid by the Celeste ad- 
ministration to add Asian Indians 
to the list of certified MBEs by 
rule

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Attack on Black Politicians 


omehow, we always had a sneaking suspicion 
that, as Richard Pryor used to say, “justice” 
meant “just-us" when it came to Black 
politicians 
The litany of expensive, explosive investigations of 
Black elected officials over the years are legion 
Washington Mayor Marion Barry; Birmingham Mayor 
Richard Arrington; Georgia State Senator Julian Bond: 
Maryland State Senator Clarence Mitchell II!; and 13 of 
the 26 members of the Congressional Black Caucus 
were among the targets of well-publicized investiga 
tions during the twelve-year period of the Reagan/Bush 
presidency 
Now, in anissue of GO out on the stands, afreelance 
reporter proves what we had always believed that the 
investigations of all these officials was part of a sys- 
tematic; national strategy to monitor Black public offi- 
cials’-- a strategy that was certainly made feasible. if 
not actually directed, by the involvement of the 
Reagan-Bush Justice Department, The reporter Mary 
Fischer, noted.that, of 465 political corruption probes 
initiated by federal justice officials between 1983 and: 
1988, 14 percent of them were against Blacks, al- 
though Blacks represented only three percent of all 
elected officials 
Black officials were targeted because federal 
prosecutors used a “profile” to determine which inves- 


tigations should be initiated. That profile appeared to 
target Black officials 

At the same tinie, federal prosecutors were given 
wide discretion in the investigations that they would 
initiate 

itis clear thatthere have been some Black officials 
who have misused the power of their offices -- as have 
many white officials. But when Black officials are five 
times more likely to be investigated than their numbers 
would indicate, this statistic alone seems to reflect a 
prosecutorial bias and strategy to discredit and destroy 
poweriul Black politicians. 

Racism, sadly, is never out of style in the United 
States. The GQ article demonstrates how a hostile 
Justice Department, using broad investigative powers 
and total discretion, can hound, harass and otherwise 
destroy politicians whose sole crimes, in certainly some 
cases, were their power -- and their color. ‘ 

We certainly hope that the U.S. Justice Department 
will carefully read the GO article. And we hope, as well, 
that Attorney General Janet Reno will rein'in her U.S 
Attorneys, so that they can’operate within the bounds 
of law and fairness, and not use the legal system as a 
means to shackle Black political aspirations 


Reparations Now 


| ast week, the Subcommittee on Post Office and 
Civil Service of the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives held hearings in Cleveland on the 
now-infamous postal sting, Now that the Congress has 
learned first hand about the human misery and suffer- 
ing that the U.S. Postal Inspection Service has caused, 
the next step should be taken, and the Postal Service 
should right the many wrongs carried out in this. affair 
More than twenty postal workers were framed by 
Postal Service "informants", who turned out to be little 
more than highly paid con artists. They implicated 
innocent people, and took tens of thousands of "buy 
money” and spent it on lavish lifestyles and drug habits 
Now, the lives of the victims are irreparably 
damaged. Some, on the advice of their attorneys, pled 
guilty to crimes they didn’t commit, all of them lost their 
jobs, and one local businessman, not a postal worker 
had to face perjury charges over the incident, despite 
his innocence 
It is not enough to simply reinstate these workers 
and to give them the back pay and benefits due them 


The Postal Service must pay reparations to these, the 
victims of the biggest nightmare that law-abiding 
citizens can face: to be wrongfully accused of a crime 
that one did not commit 

We are sure that if these employees were all white, 
that the "sting" would not have occurred in the first 
place, Through the use of Black informants, it was 


designed from the start to victimize Black postal 
workers. As a result, the perpetrators of this scam, the 
Postal inspectors themselves, should be held civilly 
and criminally liable for ruining these peoples lives 

Congressman Louis. Stokes, along with his col- 
leagues William Clay and Thomas Sawyer, have given 
the victims their chance to be heard. We hope that they 
will be able to insure that justice is done, by seeing to 
it that the victims are paid repatations and that the 
Postal Inspectors pay for the injustice that they have 
created

ank One, and its Chairman and CEO Karen 
Horn, and'President Patrick Prout, should be 
congratulated for taking a bold step in the area 
of community banking. The opening of the Karamu 
Community Banking Center will serve as a model of the 
type of services that our community needs 
The Center is designed to improve the financial 
services offered in low-income neighborhoods, It will 
offer the services traditionally offered by full service

A unique strategy ° 


oluribus community activist Cornell McCleary 
has a novel idea: maybe it's time to “out” the 
activists of the various Ku Klux Klan chapters 
in the state and nationally 
McCleary has been sending information about the 
Klan leaders, such as their addresses, telephone num- 
bers, automobiles registered in their names, and neigh- 
bors to media in Columbus. He seeks to expose the 
private fives of these figures, noting that they are, 
essentially, public figures who do not deserve the 
privacy to spread their hateful views 
Naturally, the Kianspeople are not thrilled about this 
development. One, Thomas Robb, has heen quoted 
as saying it is a form of intimidation t we would 
argue that this “intimidation” is, in effect, turning the 
Kian's own strategy against it 


The dissemination of information about the Klan, we 
believe, helps to demystify this hate-filled organization, 
\t allows the public to know who these men are, and 
where they are 

We believe that this information should not be used 
to promote violence against the Kian, We believe that 
such violence is both wrong and counter-productive; as 
it may lead to the kind of escalation of violent activity 
whielfthe Klan itself promotes. 

At the same time, we applaud ttle NAACP's state’ 
ment in support of McCleary’s action that it would 
peacefully picket the house of one of Ohio's top 
Klansmen, Vince Pinette of Cleveland. We believe that 
peaceful picketing against these haters is a strategy 
which can help end the terror which these folks try to 
promulgate 


Gay, and civil, rights 


The formation of a new coalition 
may open some néw doors on the 
issue -- and meaning -- of civil rights 
in Ohio ! 

The Ohio Civil Rights Coalition is, 
anew group, comprised of more than 
30 organizations statewide, includ- 
ing the statewide NAACP, that held 
its first press conference recently to 
announce its 1994 civil rights legisla- 
tive agenda 

There are few surprises in the agenda. It urges 
passage of House Bill 190, which would bar discrimina- 
tion against minorities and women in golf and other 
quasi-public private clubs, and House Bill 273, which 
would codify guidelines against sexual harassment 
The agenda also makes generalized calls for programs 
which will promote job creation in the inner city; an 
increased minimum wage; and equity in the criminal 
justice system 

But one of the key statements in the coalition’s 
agenda, entitled “Discrimination is bad business," is 
the group's call for passage of a law change which 
would add sexual orientation to the list of protected 
classes under Ohio's civil rights statute 

The Citizens for Justice, one of the organizations in 
the coalition, said in its statement that inclusion of 
sexual orientation in the state’s civil rights laws is 4 
matter of fundamental fairness. 

"We believe that all people are entitled to fair treat- 
ment, to the right to have a home, a job, and to get 
service in a restaurant, regardless of their 
heterosexual, bisexual, or homosexual orientation,’ 
said Jerry Bunge, a Columbus attorney and the project 
director of the Citizens for Justice 

The bringing of gay rights under the civil righis 
banner is something which has recently become an 
issue, especially in the old-line civil rights organiza- 
tions. At the national level, the decision of the NAACP 


to back gay rights issues has bothered some board 
members- 

The addition of gay rights to Ohio's civil rights laws 
has actual begun, although it has been done some- 
what quietly, For 10 years, beginning under liberal 
Democratic Governor Richard F. Celeste and continu- 
ing under conservative Republican George Voinovich, 
the state has protected its employees from discrimina- 
tion on the basis of sexual orientation. 

At the same time, the issue -- and its tie to the civil 
rights movement -- is becoming more pronounced. 
Conservative Republicans have targeted Blacks as a 
key group for opposition to the gay rights agenda, 
arguing that it is cheapening the hard-fought struggle 
for civil rights to extend its protections to a group whose 
sexual practices many Blacks, especially those in 
religious circles, find offensive or biblically unaccep- 
table 
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In any event, the "civil rights" agenda has in many 
ways come full circle. In the early 1900s, "civil rights" 
as a term more generally meant "civil liberties". By the 
1960s, the term ‘civil rights" had become almost com- 
pletely linked to the struggle to end secregation and 
discrimination and provide voting rights and equal 
housing opportunities for Blacks and other minorities 


But in the past 20 years, "civil rights" has begun to 
incorporate the complaints and concerns of a wide 
range of groups, including the elderly; women; persons 
with disabilities, and gays, among others, The breadth 
of “civil rights" has become so extensive that, at the 
conference announcing the civil rights coalition, there 
was only one Black, and that person -- Consuelo 
Jordan -- was there representing not the NAACP (of 
which she is a spokesperson) but the national Young 
Democrats 

The breadth of this civil rights scope may offer some 
benefits, as groups who have often appeared tobe less 
than involved in the Black struggle may, on the basis 
of a common link, become stronger allies for Black 
rights. 

And that potential link is important, While the issue 
of civil rights for Blacks has, sadly, become a partisan 
issue -- with Democrats in varying degrees of support 
and Republicans often crying "quotas" -- the interests 
and concerns of other merhbers of the civil rights 
coalition have broad bipartisan support. It must be 
noted, for example, that one of the key proponents of 
the national Americans with Disabilities Act was Justin 
Dart, 4 millionaire and Reagan supporter = and dis- 
abled person 

At the same time, there remains the possibility that 
the specific interests and concerns of Blacks can be- 
come lost in the shuffle of a broad-based civil rights 
movement, to the point where other groups are able to 
gain what they want with Blacks support while Blacks 
fall further behind 

Right now, Jerry Bunge said, there is no legislation 
which would add sexual orientation to the list of 
protected classes. He recognizes that such a step 
would be politically difficult, in a climate where gay 
rights remains under intense attack 

But at some point in the future, such legislation is 
likely to be introduced. And it will be at that time that 
the true breadth of the civil rights movement will un- 
doubtedly be tested 


The Prison in your mind 


What do you think of yourself? 
How far do you think you can go in 
life? Can you become a company 
president, or is your limit a super- 
visor? Do you think you have the 
capability of becoming a lawyer, or 
will you become a filing clerk? 

Your answers to these questions 
indicate your perception of your- 
self. These are the limits that have 
been established for you by your 
parents, early in your life, and are 
re-enfarced every time you re-af- 
firm them to yourself by saying, “! 
will never be anything important in life.” 

Are you brilliant, or do you have just average intel- 
ligence? Are you attractive, or just average in ap- 
pearance? If you lose your job, will you be destroyed, 
or ate you the kind of person who is resourceful and 
will succeed in spite of setbacks? Your answers not 


only show how you view yourself, but also indicate how » 


you will respond to future situations. This is the way 
that you evaluate yourself. This is the way that you 
imagine yourself being, It is your self-image. This is 
your psychological prison. Hf you think that you can 
become only a typist, you will get to that position and 
sfop trying to go any further 

When you were a child, your parents and other 
factors in society told you what you could and could not 
accomplish. You accepted these as your limitations, 
even though you had never attempted to disprove 
them. Your past experiences became your limitations. 
They became your psychological prison 

So now, as an adult, you'have failed to even attempt 
to develop certain capabilities simply because You felt 
that it was useless. You said; “What is the use of going 
to college?" | will fail my courses anyhow because [ 
simply don't have the ability to do anything important 
in life." You also said: “If | lose my job, | will have no 
other options in life and will never get another job,” You 
strengthened your psychological prison every time you 
accepted your limitations or thought of yourself as 
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by

having limitations, You place additional bars in your 
psychological prison. So, instead of strengthening 
yourself and weakening your psychological prison, you 
weakened yourself and strengthened your prison 

Each person is surrounded by an invisible prison 
cell. Often, you impose it upon yourself and regret its 
existence. The prison cell is made up of your values, 
your fears, your dreams, your insecurities and your 
inadequacies. As a child you consciously talked about 
what you could do or could not do. You felt, then, that 

‘ou could not play basketball, This nervousness occurs 
in spite of the fact that you tell yourself not to become 
nervous. 

These assumptions about your inferiorities and the 
superior qualities of other people are the basis of your 
problems.” You do not quite remember when the prob- 
lem began, because you were, at the time of its origin, 
just an infant. But, you can remember certain negative 
experiences that you had as the result of your negative 
feelings, You now are tormented by feelings and con- 
stant thoughts of inadequacy. 

Your psychological prison was built around you 
when you were an infant. Every negative experience 
that you have or every.negative thought that you think 
adds another powerful bar to your prison cell. When 
you should be breaking through it, you are actually 
strengthening it every time, you think of yourself as a 
loser. .

“Another Good Loving Biues,' 
by Arthur Flowers is so.deep you 
have to read it at least twice to 
figure out what it's talking about 
Plus -- if you're anything like me 
| always get concerned when | read 
things that play with my spiritual 
beliefs, | figure, if the ahanging 
moon can effect me as dramatically 
as it does then anything can hap 
pen. it’s all just a matter of 
perspective. Anyway, that’s why 
I've read "Another Good Loving 
Biues" three times. The more | 
read it the more | understand Miz 
Melvira Dupree, the love she has 
for the jazz man Lucas Bodeen and 
how her spirit is moved by the "call 
ing” of her mother 

Have you ever awakened from 
a bad dream, all shook up. with 
your reality distorted for a minute? 
Well | know | have. The only way | 
could snap out of it sometimes is to 
turn on all the lights, the radio and 
the T.V. 

Melvira seems to be living-in a 
bad dream like that one. She can't 
wake up from her dream unless 
she faces it. Her life isn't complete 
until.she faces both the life she was 
called to live and the life her mother 
lead before she abandoned her. To 
accomplish this she blocks out 
everybody including Bodeen. the 
one person she truly loves, be 


cause he fails to live-up to her 
expectations, Her stubbornness 
keeps him away from her and 
threatens to ruin both their lives 

After Bodeen leaves she starts 
to live her life by influencing others 
with her "power"- essentially avoid 
ing her own life by being a busy 
body. In her pursuit to avoid hertife 
it becomes all encompassing - to 
the point where she literally faces 
death 

The author doesn't explain a lot 
about the powers he describes and 
unfortunately not everybody is 
familiar withthe gift of second sight 
or the stories of hoodoo. He as 
sumes a lot is understdod.* The 
majority of which is lost unless you 
understand a little about the magic 
of hoodoo or know anything about 
conjurers. This part really got in 
the middie of my spiritual beliefs 
but it’s almost like a fairy tale - wish 
itand its yours 

The parts of the story that con 
fused me involved some of the 
magic of the book that makes 
sense only if you finish the chapter 
and some not even then, it's worth 
the struggle to read it because in 
the spirit of good love its a constant 
conflict between complete and total 
comfort and bliss to being on the 
verge of tossing it all out the win 
dow. 

This story has an exhilarating 
pace and throughout | felt the 


‘Dé Mojo Blues’ could be a little mo’ better 


rhythm of the blues. The author 
took me back to the ‘50s, the slow 
and easy pace of country livingand 
the cool enchanted and alive music 
of Beale Street, Memphis. A very 
old and dear friend swears by the 
beat of Beale Street -- maybe after 
reading “Another Godd Loving 
Blues” youll want to go find out if 
it's still alive and talking 

Unlike “Another Good Loving 
Blues," | couldn't get involved with 
the characters in "De Mojo Blues" 

no matter how | tried. | know the 
book got on my nerves because it 
took me almost three weeks to read 
it. I'm known for finishing a *good" 
book in three days. Anyway, | read 
it and | didn't really like it. | hada 
hard time getting involved with the 
characters. The mystic, magical 
hoodoo talk really went over my 
head and | had trouble relating to 
the stories of the "brother over in 
Nam "De Mojo Blues" is Mr 
Flowers’ first book -- compared to 
“Another Good Loving Blues“ he 
really had a hard time telling this 
story. | wasn't able to get involved 
with the characters because he 
was trying to get me to think like 
someone who was scattered 
brained, confused, jumping from 
present to past and in and out of 
hoodoo -- like | said, it got on my 
nerves.

However, the Alpha Sigma Omega 
Chapter, Alpha Kappa Alpha Sorority, 
Inc, and the Columbus Call and Post 
newspaper ensured that we in Columbus 
could be a part of Nana Aba Kweiba |'s 
honor.

He wanted us to know how the 
Official enstoolment in Ghana had been 
conducted. Two children sat on the 
smaller stools on each side of the main 
stool. Understand the word enstoolment 
now? Soft chuckles were heard @s Dr 
Nyarkoh cautioned the Queen Mother to 
take shorter steps as she proceeded her 
stool, She would remain on this stool (no 
back) until after The Feast, the closing

To sustain its philanthropy efforts, the 
Foundation receives current and 
deferred gifts of all sizes from individuals, 
companies, foundations, and charitable 
organizations. In addition, contributions 
to the Foundation are used to set up or 
add to funds from which grants are made 
Donors may establish funds to support 
specific charitable organizations, broad 
fields of interest, or community needs 

“The Foundation has over $230 mil- 
lion in assets," said Information Officer 
Caro! M. Harmon. “Fifty percent is donor 
specified and the rest is unrestricted.’ 

Harmon said that a Governing Com 
mittee of The Columbus Foundation es 
tablishes policy and distributes grants to 
nonprofit organizations. 

"The Governing Committee of the 
Columbus Foundation is a seven-mem 
ber volunteer group comprised of com 
munity leaders. Members are appointed 
for seven-year terms," Harmon said 

The Columbus Foundation facility can 
be used by any nonprofit organization for 
any purpose other than a fundraiser 
There is however a nominal fee required

The late playwright William 
shakespeare gave. this profound 
issessment of human hero-recog- 
ition in his play about Roman 
=mperor Julius Caesar who was 
yiso assassinated; "the evil that 
nen do lives after them; the good is 
oft interred with their bones". Mean- 
ng that we are prone to remember 
he worst things about a person 
after he or she has died rather than 
he good things. The opposite is 
rue with the remembrance of Presi- 
dent Kennedy. His was a brief "story 
book" presidency, leaving no time 
for accumulated "evil things".

Clinton’s health 
plan needs more 
Black doctors

As the Clinton Administration 
negotiates paths leading up to a 
national health care plan, African 
Americans must get an equitable 
part of the resulting program. Black 
Americans too must realize "univer- 
sal access" in the $900 billion-a- 
year plan. While Clinton is 
applauded by many Blacks for his 
leadership in designing long over- 
due reform toward quality care to all 
Americans, we must also-raise 
serious questions about the poten- 
tial impact the plan will have on the 
poor and medically underserved 
urban areas where 40 percent of us 
live 

African Americans’ health status 
is generally worse than other seg- 
ments of society. Blacks are dis- 
proportionately precluded from 
medical care because many are 
uninsured (an estimated 20 per- 
cent). or live in underserved areas. 
The social problems that affect our 
health stem from a combination of 
unemployment, poverty, poor living 
conditions, high crime and 
violence, and inadequate educa- 
tion. A long-term problem that af- 
fects poor and medically 
underserved, mostly Black, com- 
munities is the slow growth of a 
relatively small poo! of trained Black 
health care professionals. 

The major-phases of Clinton's 
health plan afe: universal access 
and coverage. More than 30 million 
Americans, some of whom do have 
insurance. can’t find people to treat 
them because-there are too few 
health care providers where they 
live, The need for more Black health 
providers is critical, Although 
African Americans make up 12 per- 
cent of the U.S. population, Black 
physicians and dentists comprise 
less than four percent of the prac- 
titioners in their fields. To add insult 
to. injury, the education of Black 
health professionals is not keeping 
up with the existing demand. 
African Americans comprise. only 
5,7 percent of students enrolled in 
medical and dental schools. Train- 
ing more Black health professionals 
is necessary because they are the 
ones most likely to serve in Black 
communities and treat poor 
patients 

At the moment, the majority of 
African Americans don't see the

need for running out to protest 
against Clinton for the betterment 
of Black doctors. Most of us think 
that our doctors are rich and drive 
two Cadillacs. But, more of us need 
to note that.the cost of paying for a 
medical.and dental education and 
malpractice insurance actually 
makes it difficult for most gradyates 
to maintain a practice in low-in- 
come, underserved urban com- 
munities. The average annual cost 
of medical school tuition and fees is 
over $20,000 a year. The total 

rage debt for graduates is over 

0,000, but Black students are 
more likely to have incurred greater 
debt than other racial groups in 
those schools. 

Black Americans need to tell 
Clinton that his health care system 
plan must expand the possibilities 
of a medical education for more 
Black American students by reduc- 
ing their debt after graduation, 
Black communities need another 
10,000 physicians, and to make 
this happen to Clinton must expand 
the government's support for the 
nation's historically Black colleges 
and universities, which produce 
more than 50 percent of the African 
American health care professionals 
in the U.S. 

Blacks must step around politics 
on this important issue and realize 
that the president's health care sys- 
tem must be one that will benefit all 
Americans. Blacks would be foolish 
not to move now to push for even 
greater public and private invest- 
ment for expanding their urban 
areas’ primary care infrastructure, 
Atthe moment, health care in urban 
communities in New York, 
Cleveland, St, Louis and other 
cities are like those in Third World 
cities. 3 

If the ranks of Black health care 
professionals are not increased, 
Clinton's efforts to address the 
health care of poor and under- 
served Americans will only achieve 
limited success, True, Mr. Clinton's 
current plan is a positive step for- 
ward, but be_assured, we need to 
make. sure that the health care 
reform works for all of America’s 
people. Any reform equation must 
factor in the means to expand the 
pool of health providers so that it 
reflects the racial and ethnic 
makeup of all segments.of the 
nation’s care recipients.

‘You may say that 
I am a dreamer?’ 


Dreaming a little now and then can't hurt 
anybody, provided it is done in appropriate 
Places and under appropriate ciroumstan- 
ces. Daydreaming at the helm of a cross-cut 
saw in a furniture mill, for example, could 
make mental games an occupational 
hazard. Greater concentration is recom- 
mended in all situations where dreaming 
could be dangerous. 

By and large, though, dreaming is 
probably better for the soul than most of us 
realize, and depending upon what you are 
dreaming about, may even help shape more 
of the future of the world in which we live 
than anything else we know. 

The “what if" session | had a couple of 
weeks ago with another one of those groups 
of verbal combatants with whom | become 
engaged from time to time, even now, has 
me wondering what brought it all on, No 
matter! Once you get on the dreamer's "slip- 
pery slope", sometimes there is no stopping 
the flow. 

Although it didn’t start out that way, our 
dreamscape had us looking at the vices that 
we have come to accept as such an integral 
part of the Way business is done that Itwould 
be hard to imagine a world without them, 

Some of the most troubling of those vices 
include things like crime, war, sickness, to 
name a few. It would be hard to imagine a 
world without any of them, we concluded. A 
large part of the business sector of our world 
economy would have to be eliminated ina 
world without them. And those consequen- 
ces could be devastating. 

if there was no theft, for example, there 
would be no need to insure against it. There 
would be no need for police to try to protect 
against it and no need for a criminal justice 
system to try to adjudicate who has to serve 
what sentence because of it. The doors of 
our buildings, our homes could remain open 
and we wouldn't have to worry about some- 
one being so bold as to take what belongs 
to us. 


What we have instead is a whole series 


of industries that exist, some of them solely, 
to compensate for displaced value which we 
all have concluded will happen sooner or 
later. We have police forces that can’! keep 
up with the demand for safety and security 
and a justice system that would certainly 
have a lighter docket if there was no misap- 
propriation of property, value, etc. with 
which to contend 

As far as the business of the whole matter 
is concerned, we concluded, insurance 
companies take in hundreds of millions of 
dollars 6f premiums because of theft: The 
automobile industry has to factor the num- 
ber of stolen vehicles into its projections of 
how many cars need to be manufactured 
each year. And that number has got to rep- 
resent billions of dollars 

Gun manufacturers are beneficiaries be- 
cause they see stopping burglars as a con- 
Stitutional right which any homeowner 
inherits as an American. And then, of 
course, somebody (the bank, the credit card 
company) has got to finance the difference 
between the depreciation on the stolen 
goods and the replacement value. 

We could take the same line of reasoning 
with_the healing profession. The system, 
that is supposed to provide the sense of 
security to American families that says if you 
are ill, you will be able to afford a major part 
of the care you need, is obviously broken. 

Even when the health care delivery sys- 
tem, as we know it, was working better, the 
basis of our dreamscape would make many 
of the industries around it obsolete for any- 
thing but those that promoted wellness in 
the first place 

| can hear it now. Company officials in 
some of the industries that address them- 
selves to the vices and ills that are an in- 
tegral part of the way we live, would argue 
(and without much resistance from me) that 
they are doing what our capitalistic system 
allows, and. expects, them to do, That is, 
they are capitalizing on the opportunities in 
the world as we know it. } 

The analytical side of me says thereused 
to be a Berlin Wall that no one thought would 
ever come down and that, there used to be 
a systém, the arch rival of the American form 
of government, that we used to call com- 
munism, - 

The companies that failed to diversify 
away from the Big Defense industries:sup- 
porting those fears got caught in an ugly 
downdraft, They had to adjust to survive, 

\L is the adjusting to survive that makes 
the life of a capitalist both exhilarating and 
frustrating. First, you'ye.got to have a num- 


ber of assumptions on Which to build your * 


business. And that is why dreaming gels you 
only so far unless, of course, you are paid 
to do just that--as in research and develop- 
ment. 

As you can well imagine, it didn't take 
long for the group of us "dreamers" to hurry 
back to the world we know. After all, our 
paper had to get out on the street. That 
paper has as Its objective to tell the story, 
more or less accurately, about what hap- 
pened last week.

blocking advancement of 
Black managers, study says 


MINNEAPOLIS--(Business Wire)-- 
What precludes Black managers from 
advancement? It could be more than 
racism, according to a new study, Based 
on reasearch findings, Blacks who resist 
feedback may create barriers lo advan- 
cement, 

Research on Black managers has 
been conducted by Personnel Decisions, 
inc, (PDI), a firm of organizational 
psychologists and consultants specializ- 
ing in the assessment-based develop- 
ment of managers and organizations. 
Managers involved in the research were 
referred to Personnel Decisions for as- 
sessment in selection, promotion or 
development. 

Their skills were assessed in nine dif- 
ferent areas, including leadership, inter- 
personal administrative and 
communication skills. 

"In a work environment that Blacks 
have come to expect will be nonsuppor- 
tive at best, or hostile at worst, Blacks 
tend toward protective behaviors that 
can be self-defeating,” said Herdie Bais- 
den, Ph.O., vice president of Personnel 


The Defénse Construction Supply 
Center (DCSC) has met the goal of 
awarding more than five percent of its 
fiscal year 1993 contracts to small, dis- 
advantaged businesses, according to 
official reports at the center. 

Five percent of the fiscal year 1993

Decisions, Inc,., and general manager of 
PDI's Washington, D.C. officé, Baisden 
specializes in training and development 
of managers and executives. 

Baisden says Blacks often will auto- 
matically dismiss negative performance 
reviews and other important feedback as 
the product of racism, rather than a 
springboard for improvement.

When Blacks do seek feedback, Bais- 
den says, they often turn to other Blacks, 
whom they feel they can trust. 

Only 6.1 percent of managers and 
supervisors in U.S. firms are Black. Yet, 
nearly one-quarter (21.5%) of those 
people whom Blacks sought out for feed- 
back also were Black, Baisden’s re- 
search revealed. this finding supports the 
notion of Blacks over-relying on other 
Blacks for feedback

Has aff advertisement for a great deal 
on books, music, or video entertainment 
caught your eye? There are many “clubs" 
that offer books, records, cassettes, com- 
pact discs and video cassettes at dis- 
count prices with the added convenience 
of ordering from your home, However, the 
Better Business Bureau (BBB) warns that 
comparison shopping may prove these 
offers are not the best deals in town 

To attract readers or listeners to sign 
up for membership, the clubs initially offer 
special introductory deals, for example, 
10 compact discs for one penny or five 
hard cover best-sellers for one dollar 
Before you sign on the dotted line, the 
BBB recommends that you compare all 
of the advantages and disadvantages of 
such club offerings 

The primary advantage to joining one 
of these clubs is the convenience of or- 
dering merchandise without leaving 
home. In addition, some specialty clubs 
may provide selections not available 
through most stores 

While those introductory offers may 
sound great, you might end up buying a 
number of unwanted items, too. In ex- 


change for the original discount-con- 


sumers usually must agree to purchase 
a minimum amount of the product over a 
period of time. 

Most clubs use what is known as the 
“negative option" plan. Under this arran- 
gement, a club will notify you that it in- 
tends to send a book or CD in afew days, 
unless it hears otherwise from you. If you 
fail to cancel the order, the item will be 
sent to you, and you will have to pay for 
it 

Under Federal Trade Commission 
regulations, consumers do have 
safeguards against possible abuses of 
the negative option plan, Clubs using the 
plan in promotional literature must: dis- 
close in their literature the terms of the 
plan; notify the consumer of selected 
merchandise and enclose 4 form to use 
for declining the purchase; allow at least 
1Odays forthe consumertorespond: and 
guarantee to pay return postage and pro- 
vide full credit for unordered books

before joining, the BBB advises you to 
compare the long-term savings and con- 
venience of membership with the cost of 
similar purchases.made at local stores.

Baisden uses his research to deter- 
mine the factors that contribute to 
the success of Blacks, uncover 
areas where Blacks need improve- 
ment, and prescribe development 
Strategies to help them 

A study of Black and white 
managers found that Black perform 
interpersonal skills--such as.conflict 
management, listening and 
motivating others:-bétter than 
whites, However, these types_of 
skills correlate less with overall 6t 
fectiveness at rating time than task- 
oriented skilis like problem 
analysis. 


_A different study found that 
Blacks consistently receive lower 
performance ratings from super 
visors than do their white counter- 
parts. Supervisors gave white 
managers an average rating of 3.74 
on.a scale of one to five, compared 
to a 3.60 rating for Black managers. 

Although both Black and white 
managers tend to rate themselves 
higher than their supervisors rate 
them, the gap between self-ratings 
and supervisor ratings ig greater for 
Black managers. One interpretation 
of this finding is that Blacks may be 
less accurate in assessing their 
skills 

Baisden believes Blacks need to 
accept feedback in order to ad- 
vance. Feedback is vital, says Bais- 
den, because it net only provides 
essential information necessary for

Professor John E. Connaughton 
of the University of North Carolina 
offered a sterile view of NAFTA that 
reduces the fog factor now sur- 
rounding this new law. Speaking to 
the International Society of In- 
dustrial Fabric Manufacturers, 
Professor Connaughton declared 
that "NAFTA is not a free trade 
agreement! It is a set of proposals 
about business to take place...We 
are in year one of an ongoing agree- 
ment.” 

"U.S. capital will flow to Mexico 
in the long term,” contends the 
professor, He sees this occurring 
because Yuppies, roughly 30 per- 
cent of the U.S. population, are now 
saving money creating an excess in 
capital and feels that the cost of 
capital in Mexico is high. 

Everyone wants to know who are 
the winners and the losers with 
NAFTA. Since the low wage rate in 
Mexico is common knowledge, let

Baisden offers the following ad- 
vice for Blacks climbing the cor- 
porate ladder: "Though Blacks want 
to feel good about themselves and 
stand up for what they believe about 
their performance, they should not 
become too invested in self-protec- 
tion.

awarding promotions are a must for 
creating a trusting atmosphere, 3) 
bridge the trust gap--allow an open 
forum-where-subordinates’ and 
managers can come together to 
work out problems and overcome 
mistrust together.

dismay when he defined ‘right 
sizing’: "Badly managed companies 
slowly going out of business." 

Connaughton’s ideas suggest 
that President Clinton and all of the 
peo ated Presidents’ support for 
NAFTA is underpinned by more 
than the debate unearthed to this 
point. As best | can understand, 'the 
anti-NAFTA sentiment evolves from 
the American people feeling 
deceiyed by our leadership bal- 
noone the virtues of globalization 
this deception is being unearthed 
daily in the huge body count coming 
from the corporate downsizing ob- 
session. 


What is clear support for NAFTA 
today is a must because our leader- 
ship lost contro! of America's 
economic destiny chasing their 
globalization folly. American needs 
allies to win in this global economic 
war where our downsizing really 
means that foreign nations now dic- 
tate our productivity rules. NAFTA 
will change this foreign domination 
by taking away low wage rates out- 
side of North America as leverage. 

| asked the professor if we 
shipped a great deal of Capital to 
Mexico to develop their industry, 
what is to stop them from following 
the Korean development model.

Cooper said his Buckeyes. though 
disappointed, has a lot to play for in this 
Holiday Bowl. "We are-still the Big Ten 
Conference champs," Cooper said. "We 
are one of few teams to win 10 football 
games this year. Just because the game 
isn't played on January 1st, doesn't 
mean it's not a good game.”
